Officials Believe That Either 
| Bomb or Infernal Ma- 
chine, Placed in Public Re- 
ception Room in Daytime, 
Damaged the Building.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—Investigation 
was under way today to determine the 
cause of the terrific explosion which 
wrecked the public reception room on 
the Senate end of the Capitol late last 
night. While the exact cause of the 
Piast eould not be ascertained until 
after an expert inquiry had been made, 
it was generally believed to have been 
due to a bomb or infernal machine. 

None of the force of employes of the 


Capitel was on duty in that part of the 
building at the time of the explosion| 
and no one was injured. 

Piles of shattered plaster from the 
frescoed ceiling and walls, broken crys- 
tals from the big chandelier, pieces of 
the immense mirror, glass windows and 
splintered Work, littered thé floor 
eerly today. «Glass was broken and 
pert.et.the paneling was smashed in 
the door opening from the reception 
hall into the lobby running along the 
rear of the Senate chambers. A heavy 
dvor opening into the Vics President’s 
room, but which had not been opened 
fer many years, was blown partly open 
by the force of the concuasion and the 
door leading into the room of the Ser- 
seant-at-Arms on the opposite side of 
that of the President was damaged. 

Report Heard Many Blocks. 

The explosion was heard inany blocks 
away and guards in all parts of the cap- 
ito and excited persons from some dis- 
tance came running to see what had 
happened. 

Those who were early on the scene 
said there was a strong odor of smoke 
which lasted for some time, not only in 
the reception, but in the adjoining rooms 
and hall. 

Supt. Woods, who, with the Sergeants- 
at-Arms of both Senate and House, had 
been summoned, arrived shortly after 
the explosion had occurred and imme- 
diately conducted an investigation. They 
were unable to determine the cause of 
the explosion. 

A fragment of chloride of silver 
dry cell, such as is used in explosive 
Opparatus, was found in the Capitol 
grounds about 100 feet directly north 
of the window in the Senate recep- 
‘tion room where the explosion oc- 
curred. Prof. Monroe, who made a 
minute examination, stated it was a 
cell that might have been used to 
explode an infernal machine. 

Police Bar Visitors. 

The police were instructed not to ad- 
mit anyone into the building untll search 
was made, but no suspicious character 
was found. 

“The only theory I have of this af- 
fair,”’ said Supt. Woods, “‘is that it was 
perpetrated by some crank. There was 
no gas in the building to explode and. 
furthermore, the room opened through 
archways into other parts of the cap- 
itol.”’ 

M. B. Louthan, Chief of the Capitol 
Police, before he knew of the published 
letter, had declared it was possible for 
a man to have entered the capitol last 
night through some of the windows. 
There was only one policeman on guard 
last night in the Senate wing. At the 
time of the explosion this officer, George 
Gunn, wes making his rounds and was 
in the rotunda. The only other man in 
the Senate wing was Watchman Jones, 
who was seated near the main door of 
the floor below. He was almost blown 
from his chair by the explosion. 

“Ten minutes before the explosion, 
Gunn had been in the reception room," 
eaid Louthan and he had closed one of 
the windows because of a strong draft 
blowing through. The other window was 
open.”’ 

Supt. Woods and his assistants believe 
that the explosive was placed near the 
telephone switchboard or on the window- 
sill behind it, where it would not be no- 
ticed. It was at this point where the 
explosion did the most damage. 

Damage Said to Be Slight. 

After a first examination Weods és. 
timated that the damage would not ex 
coed $60. It was believed, however. 
that a complete inventory wil! show the 
damage to be much greater.

Edgar Bailey, Convicted of Kil- 
ling Man in Strike, to Go 
Free Tomorrow. 


LONG CAMPAIGN SUCCEEDS

American Federation of Labor

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3.—Fourth 
of July pardons were issued by Gov. 
Major today to three men serving long 
penitentiary sentences for murder. They 
vill be released tomorrow. 

One of the then pardoned is Edgar 
ailey of Kansas City, convicted of the 
murder of Albert Ferguson, a nonunion 
cab driver, in a strike. He originally 
was sentenced to death, but nearly 10 
years ago Gov. Folk commuted his 
sentence to 99 years’ imprisonment. 


American Federation Worked Ten 
‘Years for Balley’s Release. 

Bailey’s pardon is the result of the 
most extensive campaign which ‘ever. 
has been waged to obtain the release 
of a convict from the Missouri peni- 
tentiary. 

For more than 10 years the American 
Federation of Labor and active labor 
leaders in Missouri have been working 
almost incessantly in Bailey’s behalf. 
Sampel Gompers has taken a leading 
part in the campaign and several times 
the American Federation had adopted 
resolutions petitioning Governors of 
Missouri to release aim. 

The first success from their efforts 
was in the administration of Gov. Folk, 
who commuted the death sentence to 
life imprisonment. Gov. 
many t’mes to interfere. 

Amons those who have been active in 
Bailey’s behalf are State Labor Commis- 
sioner John ‘TT. Fitzpatrick of Kansas 
City and Owen Miller of St. Louis. 

Bailey was convicted in Kansas City 
in 1904. 

Bailey was a union hack driver in 
Kansas City when a strike of drivers 
was declared. The evidence in the case 
against him showed that he and several 
others induced Albert Ferguson, a non- 
union driver and a strikebreaker, to 
drive them to a secluded part of the 
city. The crowd attacked Ferguson anc 
Bailey shot him to death.

According to the Cornell German de- 
partment, Holt had been here three 
vears in the capacity of both a student 
and instructor. He received a B. H. D. 
degree at Cornell. Next year he was to 
accept a professorship in the Southern 
Methodist University in Texas, in 
French, although he was a teacher in 
German at Cornell. 

He is married and has two children. 
His wife went to Texas in May and he 
was to have joined her later. 

It is believed by the Department that 
overstudy may have caused Holt to be- 
come demented. 

He is described as about 35 years old, 
tall, sparely built, with dark hair and 


large features. 


ALFRED STEAD ASSASSINATED

Diplomat,.Son of Late Editor, 
ported Killed in Rumania. 
CHICAGO, July 3.—Alfred Stead, son 
of the late English journalist, W. T. 
Stead, who perished on the Titanic, ap- 
parently has been assassinated in Ru- 
mania, according to somewhat confus- 
ing cablegrams received here today by 
his brother-in-law, Frank R. Hussey. 
advertising manager of the Evening 
Post. The cabregram sent from En- 
gland, July 1, was signed by Hussey’s 
sister, Mrs. Mary Elaine Stead. Tt 
reads: “Alfred assassinated; little hope. 
I am going Rumania.’ The absence of 
punctuation marks in the cablegram 
made it impossible for Hussey to get its 
precise import. 

“My brother-in-law was in the dipto- 
matic service of Great Britain for many 
vears,”’ said Hussey. ‘‘He acted as Rvu- 
manian Consul in London, but _=§ six 
months ago went to Rumanis. I believe 
his mission was largely diplomatic.”

Declares He Fired When Financier 
Grappled With Him and That He 
Only ._Desired to End European 
Wear. 


NEW YORK, July 3.—The man who attempted to assassinate 
J. P. Morgan today says that his name is Frank Holt and that he 


has been an instructor in German at Cornell University. He made 


the following statement to the Associated Press this afternoon : 


‘(My home is in Dallas, Texas. I have a wife and children and am 


I was born in this country and so were my father and 


forty years old. 
it was all mixed up. f 


mother. My ancestors were French and German; 
received a degree of doctor of philosophy from Cornell in 1914, but before 
that I was an instructor in French. I was formerly an instructor in Vander- 
bilt University. 

‘<I came to New York two weeks ago from Ithaca and put up at the 
Mills Hotel at 36th street and Seventh avenue. I took no pains to conceal 
my identity and registered under my own name. 

‘‘ About a month ago I conceived the idea to see J. P. Morgan and get 
him to use his influence in stopping the exportation of arms which make 
you and me responsible for the murder which is going on over there. 

‘<T »ould not go from manufacturer to manufacturer myself but I thought 
that Mr. Morgan’s banking connections would render it more easy for him 
to accomplish this. 

‘‘T have not been influenced to do this by anybody else. I think 
President Wises ’s notes. were fine, but they did not seem to do anything to 


‘stop the wear.’ 


Wanted Morgan to Make Plan. 


‘<T eame down here from New York this morning to put my idea be- 
fore Mr. Morgan but I depended upon him to formulate the plan. Of course 
{ did not mean to shoot Mr. Morgan, but IT intended to stay there until 
something was done. I had a stick of dynamite in my pocket; I thought 
it might come in handy» somehow. Some fool has said*that I had nitro- 
glycerine in my suitcase, but that was only benzine to clean my clothes. 

‘‘T went up to the house and got by the butler and walked upstairs. I 


had my gun in my hand. In the hall on the second floor I met Mr. Morgan.

GLENCOVE, July 3.—Several specialists from New York City 
arrived here on H. P. Davison’s yacht this afternoon and with 
physicians from Glencove went to the Morgan home for a consulta- 
tion.. Up to 3 o’clock this afternoon no official statement had 
been issue dfrom the Morgan residence’as to the precise location 
and extent of the banker’s wounds.. H. P. Davison is @ partner 
in the Morgan house. 


NEW YORK, July 3.—An attempt to assassinate J. P. Morgan 
was made at his country estate near Glencove, L. I., today. 

He was shot but not seriously wounded. His assailant was s 
man who said he was F. Holt, an instructor in French at Cornell 


University and also of Dallas, Tex. 
The Cornell University records contain the name of Frank 


Holt. He was an instructor in German there during the last year. 
He was to go to the University of Texas as a professor in German 


for the coming term. 

Henry Fiske, Morgan’s butler, doubtless saved his employer 
from more serious injury by felling the assailant with a blow 
from a coal hod and overpowering him. Holt was locked up in 
the Glencove jail and from his cell issued a statement asserting 
that he was impelled to go to Mr. Morgan to persuade him to stop 
the shipment of munitions of war from this country abroad. 

The attack wus made in the dining room of the Morgan home, 
The assailant, refused admission at the door, pressed a pistol against 
the butler’s body and pushed past him through the hallway and 
into the dining room where the banker had just finished breakfast. 

Morgan was shot through the groin. Whether he was shot 
cnee or twice has not been made clear. Two shots were fired by 
ihe assassin. One of these shots, it was reported, cut through the 
fleshy part of the breast and passed through the arm. Another ro- 
port was that one of the shots went wild. 

The assailant reached Glencove on an early train, carrying a 
cuit case and drove by automobile to the Morgan estate, three 
miles from the station. He left his suit case near a hedge on the 
estate. Later the suit case was opened and found to contain 
dynamite. A second pistol, fully loaded, was found in the prison- 
cr's pocket when he was searched at Glencove. 

The effect of the shooting on the stock market was negligible. 
The market, which opened irregularly, responded to the news of 
the shooting with a loss of about a point on so-called Morgan 
securities, including United States Steel stock. 

Pushes His Way Past Butler. 

The man who shot. Morgan came to Glencove this morning on 
the 8:53 train, hired an automobile and went to bea Morgan home 
on Matinicock Point. 

He rang the bell and when the butler answered called for 
Mr. Morgan. He said that he was an old friend of Mr. Morgan, 
but was refused admission to the house. , 

The man then pressed a pistol against the stomach of the 
butler, who screamed as the intruder pushed his way past the 
servant into the hall. Morgan was approaching the front door 
through the hall at the time. He asked what the trouble was. The 
answer was 4 shot, which took effect in his hip. 

Morgan staggered and fell into a chair, The butler, once the 
assailant’s back was turned, picked ‘brass coal hod from the 
fireplace and brought it down on  assailant’s head, but too late 
to prevent a second shot. 

The butler fell on the man, wrested the weapon away and

THE “ARMENIAN” BURNED: NEICRBORS 
INCIDENT CLOSED! BLAME INCENDIARY 


Status of Ship Not Material, Flames Burst Suddenly From. 


Since It Is Shown She Tried Home of J. B. Ehrhardt, 
to Escape. When Family Is Absent. 


Neighbors in the vicinity of the home 
of J. B. Ehrhardt at 6409 Suburban av- 
enue, Kenwood Sprincs, which was de- 
strorved by fire last night. told the coun- 
ty authorities that the blaze bore evi- 
dence of incendiary origin. The house 
and furnishings are valued at $6000, witr. 
insurance of $3000. None of the Enhr- 
hardt family was in the house at the 
time the firs started. 

Mrs. Ehrhardt has been visiting the 
family of her father, the Rev. T. W. 
Brown, in Moberly, for three weeks. The 
Rev. Dr. Brown died about 10 days azo. 
Ehrhardt has been boarding with his 
mother at 3971 Russell avenue, since his 
wife's absence. Ehrhardt iearned of the 
fire when on a street car this morning 
on his way to Clayton. He said he was 
at his home yesterday cleaning up for 
his nieces and nephews who are com- 
ing for a July 4th celebration, but he 
departed at 6:30 o'clock. 

Neighbors say the blaze broke from 
the Inside, burned very rapidly and so-n 
destroyed the house. Fifty volunteers 
forming a bucket brigade, saved the 
home of Mrs. Mary Moser, 3% feet west 
of the Ehrhardt home. 

After the fire some furniture was 
found stored in a barn which was not 
burned, in the rear of the home. Among 
the articles was a piano said to belong 
to Ehrhardt. Ehrhardt is a speculator, 
trading in household goods, horses an4 
stock of all kind. 

Ehrhardt says the furniture in the 
barn had been in storage there for 13 
months and belongs to Harry Bench, 
and that the piano had been moved 
from the outhouse in the yard, not long 


ago. 


British Mule Steamer Destroyed by German Submarine, 
With the Loss of American Lives, When Trying to Escape 


WASHINGTON, July 3.—Official 
dispatches to the State Departmen. 
today established that the British 
liner Armenian attempted to escape 
the German submarine which sunk 
her in consequence of her efforts to 
evade capture. 

Ambassador Page reported that the 
Armenian originally had been requi- 
sitioned by the British Government, 
but that the requisition was canceled 
before she sailed from Newport News. 
Previously the British Government 
had informed Ambassador Page that 
the “ship was engaged in admiralty 
business.” 

Her status is not regarded as es- 
sential by officials, in view of the 
fact that the sinking of a ship mak- 
ing repeated attempts to escape is 
held to be justifiable under interna- 
tional law. So far as the United 
States igs concerned, the incident 
seems to be closed. 

60 Survivors Accounted Fer. 

The State Department was advised 
today that four survivors of the Ar- 
menian had departed for Newport 
News from Bristol on the Victoria 
and 56 others on the Winifredian, by 
way of Cardiff. This accounts for 60 
of the members of the crew.

Although he claimed to be an American citizen, 
courthouse officials said he spoke with a marked foreign accent. 

When asked by the officials who inspired the plot against Mr. Morgan 
be denied that anyone had done so. 

‘It came to me from 6n high,’’ he declared. 

The man seemed to lack complete comprehension of what had happened 
in the Morgan home and of the effects of the shots he had fired. He could 
not be persuaded for some time that he had wounded Mr. Morgan, insisting 
that he had not wanted to kill him or even hurt him. When asked why he 
fired the shots, he-said he did so to frighten the financier. 

Told that he had endangered his own life by his act, because he might 
have killed Mr. Morgan, the prisoner said he did not mind that as he was 
willing to die, as he could not stand the European war any longer. 

When Judge Luyster told him that his shots had wounded Mr. Morgan 
the prisoned insisted this could not be so. 

‘‘T did not hurt him,’’ he cried. ‘‘I shot to frighten him.’’ 

‘‘T shot to frighten him. I hope he isn’t hurt. I shot away from him, 
just so he might be frightened. You can do as you wish with me. I did mv 
duty; you do yours,’’ he told Judge Luyster.

With a pencil borowed from the newspaperman Holt addressed the fol- 
iovwing telegram to his wife at 101 MarseiJles street, Dallas, Tex.

Holt sat in his cell with a white cloth, stained red, over the wound on 
his head.

Petrograd Reports One of Enemy’s 
Cruisers Lowered Her Flag and 
Was Driven Ashore, 


PETROGRAD, July 3, via London.—When the Russian naval 
squadron in the Baltic gave battle to five German cruisers and a 
flotilla of torpedo boats off the east coast of Gothland on July 2, 
one German cruiser was beached and the other warships were put 
to flight, according to an official statement issued today by the 
Russian admiralty under date of July 2. 
sian cruisers, the statement adds, was insignificant. 

The text of the statement follows 
along the parellel of the Oestegarn Lighthouse, on the east coast 
of the Island of Gothland our cruisers encountered in a fog two of 
the enemy’s light cruisers and some torpedo boats and engaged 


them in battle. 
“At 9 o'clock in the morning a Ger- 


man cruiser badly damaged, lowered her 


flag and ran ashore. The other cruiser 
and the torpedo boats fled. 

At 10 o'clock our squadron encountered 
the armored cruiser Roon, one light 
cruiser and one torpedo boat, and re- 
newed the battie. 

“At 10:30 o’clock the enemy began to 
retire toward the south. During the re- 
treat the enemy was joined by anocher 
light cruiser. This vessel was attacked 
by our crulsers and fled. At 11:30 o'clock 
the pursuit ceased. 

“After the battle our squadron Was un- 
successfully attacked by submarines. 

“The daromage to our cruisers Was quite 
insignificant.”’ 

('nofficiul reports of the 
said that the ship, which was driven 
ashore was the nine layer Albatross. It 
is not known whether this is in addition 
to the cruiser mentioned in the official 
report, or is a different version of the 
same affair. 

Russian Submarine Busy. 

The activity of a Russian submarine 

in the Black Sea is recounted in an of-

today. The undersea boat sank two 
Turkish steamers and one sailing ship, 
with cargoes of coal and provisions and 
then exchanged shots with three ar- 
mored schooners off the mouth of the 
Bosphorus, driving them ashore. 

ihe text of the statement follows: 

“A Russian submarine in the Black 
Sea today torpedoed and sank a steamer 
of 2500 tons. It then set fire to and 
spank a sailing ship of 1500 tons. Sub- 
frequently a small steamer was sent to 
the bottom. The three vessels were in 
the neighborhood of Kesken and were 
Jaden with coal and provisions. 

“The submarine also shelled another 
gteamer anchored in the river and sev- 
eral coal-laden barges and a tug were 
driven ashore. 

“Near the mouth of the Bosphorus the 
gpubmarine came into action with an ar- 
fmored schooner. After an exchange of 
shots, this vessel with two others of a 
similar type were run ashore.’’ 


Wwo German Battleships Damaged in 
Baltic Sea Fight Return to Kiel. 

COPHNHAGEN, July 3.—The German 
battleship Wittelsbach, which is dam- 
eged and a battleship of the Kaiser 
class, with many shots under the water- 
jine, from the battle in the Baltic, have 
returned to Kiel.

Gen. Hamilton Reports More 
Progress Along the Dardanelles 


LONDON, July 3—An official state- 
ment gtven out by the British Govern- 
ment this evening announces the capture 
of certain trenches in the Dardanelles 
operations, which complete the capture 


of that part of the Turkish line gained 
by the French on June 21. The statement 
says in part: 

“Gen, Sir lan Hamilton reports that 
on the afternoon of June 29 hostile col- 
umns moving west from North Achi 
Baba and south from Kilid Bahr toward 
the Turkish right flank, indicated that 
the enemy was preparing for a counter 
attack against a position we captured on 
the day. During the evening 
two mine galleries in front of our right 
were blown in, after which the 
subjected the trenches to a 
heavy rifle and machine gun fire for 
iy wurs. After a lull and another out- 
burst fire, a determined attack was 
igqainst the left of our position 
the bayonet. This attack Was re- 
pulsed with a heavy loss to the enemy. 
“On southern front the Turks 
made a concerted attack along the coust 
where Hl. M. 8. Wolverine, a destroyer, 
wot searchlights and guns on the main 
body and caused a heavy loss.

Sole Survivor Out of 16 in Lifeboat

Torpedo Boat With Many Wounded 
Arrives at Gothland Coast Town. 
LONDON, July 38.—The Copenhagen 

correspondent of Reuter’s Telegram Co. 
states that a message has been received 
from Gothland telling of a naval battle 
off the east coast of that island. Ac- 
cording to the message gunfire was 
reard Thursday night and at 6:30 o'clock 
vesterday morning a naval action was 
observed from Ljugarn Harbor and 
later warships steamed north. At 10 
o'clock four crulsers were seen closely 
engaged near land. Later a German 
torpedo boat with many wounded ar- 
rived at Katthammersvik, on the east 
coast of Gothland.

Sweden Protests Against Sea 
in Her Waters. 


LONDON, July 3.—The Stockholm cor- 
respondent of the Reuter’s Telegram Cc 
states that the Swedish Minister to 
Petrograd has been instructed to protest 
against the violation of the Swedish nev- 
trality involved by Russian warshirs 
firing on German warships within Swed- 
ish territorial! waters. 

A division of Swedish torpedo boat de- 
stroyers has been sent to interne the 
German mine laver Albatross. 

According to the Stockholm 
spondent of the Exchange Telegraph 
Co., the Albatross went ashore at 
Heenejkan, near Katthammarsvik. 
Twenty-one members of the mine layer’s 
crew were killed and 71 wounded, the 
survivors being ‘landed at Kattham- 
marsvik. The engagement occurred be- 
tween Oecestgarns and Faroe, when the 
Russians attacked the Albatross. The 
German Baltic flotilla came.almost jim- 
mediately to the mine layer's assistance 
and after a heavy exchange of gun fir- 
ing it ts reported the Russians retired 
slowly northward.

SUBMARINES SINK 
TWO STEAMSHIPS 


Empty Lifeboat Marked ‘“‘Craig- 
head, Lieth’’ Suggests Dis- 


aster to a Third. 
LONDON, July 3.—The British steam- 
ship Gadsby, of 3497 tons, was sunk to- 
day by a Germai: suDmarine. The crew 
was landed at Moville, Ireland. The 
Gadsby sailed from Sydney, C. B., June 
18 for a European port. 
The Belgian steamship Boduoquat also 
was torpedoed and sunk today by a Ger- 
mai submarine and the crew later was 
landed safely at Falmouth. 
An empty lifeboat and another boat 
marked ‘‘Craigard, Leith,’’ were towed 
into Penzance, mngland, today: It is 
suggested that the steamship Craigard, 
of 3286 tons gross which sailed from 
Galveston June 3, and Newport News 
June 11 for Havre, may have been tor- 
pedoed by a German submarine, al- 
though there is no proof of this and 
nothing has been heard regarding her 
crew. 


French Hold Positions Despite Heavy 
Fighting in the Argonne. 
PARIS, —The French War 
Department gave out the fol- 

lowing: 

“The fighting continued al! last 
night in the Argonne with the same 
stubbornness. We maintained our po- 
sitions and inflicted very heavy loss- 
es on the enemy. 

“In the region of Metzeral two 
fresh attacks against our positions 
at Crete have been repulsed. 

“Along the remainder of the front 
there has been an active cannonade. 
Shells thrown into Arras started fires 
but the flames were placed under 
control. 

“French aviators successfully bom- 
barded from the air the railroad sta- 
tions at Challerange, Zarren and 
Langemarck, as well as certain Ger- 
man batteries at Vimy and at Beau- 
rains.”

All American consular officials. with 
whom I -have talked agree that the 
chance is a bright one, but they all 
say it can be seized successfully only 
ty American concerns sending Amer- 
ican representatives to France and the 
sooner the better. 

Hithérto this has not been done, ap- 
parently because the expense of indi- 
vidual representation has been dreaded 
by all but the biggest companies, and 
the smaller ones have been unable to 
effect feasible combinations for the 
sharing of this expense. One of our 
Consul Generals in France, who 
made vninstaking study of the proposi- 
tion, outlined his solution.of the matter 
as follows: 

“The Germans got strong a com- 
mercial foothold in France because they 
had men cn the ground always on the 
lookout for fresh openings. They didn’t 
content themselves with sending out 
catalogues and trusting that a two-cent 
stamp would bring them a million dol- 
lar order. 

Agents Must Re Hustlers. 

“We have got to take a leaf from their 
book if we're going to grab the business 
that will be waiting to be picked up in 
France after the war. Our business 
firms must send envovs to familiarize 
themselves with conditions in France, 
to establish the personal relation so es- 
sential to solid trade, and to generally 
be on the job and in close touch with 
their customers. These envoys needn't 
be fancy priced. highly trained experts. 
It isn't even imperative that they speak 
French. But they must be hustlers, pre- 
ferably young hustlers, with a good 
knowledvze of business general!;

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FRENCH PAPER PUBLISHES 
SECOND TALK WITH POPE 


Pontiff Quoted as Deploring Atrocities of War 
and Damage to Cathedrals—Condemns 


“Martydom of Poor Belgian Priests.” 


PARIS, July 3.—An account of visit 
paid to Pope Benedict last Monday by 
Fernand Laudet, director of the Review 
Hebdomadaire, who formerly was séec- 
retary of the French embassy to the 
Vatican, is published in the Figaro. 
While Laudet does not pretend that the 
report of his reception at the Vatican 
is an interview, he quotes the words said 
to have been used by the Pontiff after 
being told by the journalist of the im- 
pression caused in France by Luis 
Latapie’s interview with his hoilness 
rrinted by La Liberte. 

When he mentioned neutrality, Laudet 
says he was ‘interrupted by the Pope 
with the exclamation: ‘Oh, that France 
would understand well that this neu- 
trality is not indifference. I love France 
as I did 15 years ago and I have re- 
mained the same.”’ 

The Pope referred to his efforts in 
behalf of a French mother who wrote 
to him regarding her son who was a 
prisoner in Germany and told of send- 
ing a modest sum to France for charity. 

‘T have prayed for peace,”’ the Pontiff 
is quoted as saying, “having no other 


concern than to implore the Lord to re- 


store tranquillity to a world thrown in 
disorder. You speak to me of the Ca- 
thedral at Rheims, which the Germans 
continue to attazk, but from the begin- 
ning I directed the Cardinal Archbishw) 
of Cologne to express my complaints to 
the Emperor and to ask him to spare 
religious edifices in tme future. The re- 
ply has been that the best would be 
done. If this pro:nise Fas not heen Kept, 
what can I du about it? I have done all 
I have been able to doin this and many 
other things which France ignores. 
“You ask me if I condemn in principle 
the atrocities committed. ‘Ineprinciple’ 
is not sufficient. I condemn them con- 
cretely. Everybody knows Germany has 
committed scme atrocities, but I cannot 


specify reprvbation as some would have’ 


it, because I have not the necessary 
elements.”’ 

At the sourd of.the Angelus Pope Ben- 
edict withdrew, Laudet asserts, with tle 
words: “In any case, I condemn highly 
the martyrdcm of poor Belgium priests 
and so many other horrors on which the 
light has teen thrown. I await only the 
occasion to convince France of my syrn- 
pathy.”

RUSSIAN ORGAN SUGGESTS MORE

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ALDERMEN PASS 
ELECTRIC WIRING 
INSPECTION BILL 


It Goes Into Operation 30 Days 
After Being Approved by 
Mayor, Who Favors It. 


City inspection of interior electric 
wiring that heretofore has been con- 
ducted privately by the St. Louis Fire 


Prevention Bureau for 20 years, was 
assured yesterday when the Board of 
Aldermen, by a vote of 19 to 4, passed 
a bill authoriging Director of Public 
Utilities Hooke to appoint 13 inspec- 
tors. 

Director Hooke may appoint his 
corps by Aug. 13, if the bill is signed 
by Mayor Kiel within 10 days, It does 
not become effective for 30.days after 
it is approved. A chief inspector at 
$2500 and 12 assistants at $125 a 
month are to be appointed. The chief 
inspector must have had five years 
experience in electrical installation. 

The measure authorizes the Direc- 
tor of Utilities to enforce the Nationai 
Electric Code and such other rules 
as he may promulgate for wiring or 
alteration of electric apparatus: No 
one may install or alter electric wir- 
ing in any building unless licenses by 
the city to do such work, and until 
a permit has been obtained describ- 
ing the work to be done. 

Electrical workers may obtain a 
license for $1 a vear, if they are con- 
sidered competent by the Director of 
L’tilities. A detailed description of the 
work done under a permit need not 
be filed until 24 hours after the work 
is completed, 

Mavor Kiel voted for the bill asa 
member of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, and has stated he 
will approve it as Mayor. It will cost 
the city $20,500 a year to maintain 
the bureau, and it is expected the fees 
for inspections will make the depart- 
ment self-sustaining.

SMOKING LEADS TO 
MOUTH CANCER, 
SAYS, SURGEON 


New York Expert Declares: That 
of 90 Men Patients All Ex- 
cept One Used Tobacco. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Rureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 3.—Dr. Robert Abbe, 
senior surgeon at St. Luke's Hospital, 
Says. in this week's New Youre Medical 
Journal, that he is convinced, from his 
experience with 100 cases of mouth can- 
cer, that inveterate or excessive use 
of tobacco wttl lead to that disease. 

Of the 100 patients, he states, 10 were 
women. 

“Of the 90 men,’’ he says, “all were 
heavy smokers except one, who had a 
cancer of the lip in a scar from an old 
baseball injufy. Almost every man had 
been an inveterate smoker of from three 
to 2 cigars daily. One denied cigars, 
but acknowledged one or two packages 
of cigarettes daily. 

“Many used a pipe, which often caused 
cancer to hegin where the pipe end al- 
lowed the hot smoke to come upon the 
tongue. 

“I find six among 36 tongue cancers 
were in smokers of cigarettes only. One 
was a woman who smoked a package 
daily; one was a man who smoked what 
were called ‘all tobacco’ cigarettes, 50 In 
a ‘pack. He smoked a pack a day.” 

Womap “Dipped” Snuff. 

One of the worst cases in Dr. Abbe’s ex- 
perience was a woman who was in tle 
habit of dipping a toothbrush in snuff 
and rubbing-it on her tongue. She liked 
the “‘stinging feeling,’’ she said. 

Another woman said she often burned 
her tongue with hot coffee. 
“About one case in ten,” 
Abbe, “came from a rough 
possibly hot drinks. The other 
tenths are chargeable to tobacco.” 
Thirteen of the 100 patients had cancer 
inside the cheek, and all had chewed 
tobacco as well as smoked. In each 
case the cancer started where the tobac- 
co quid was held, or on the edge of the 
palate or tongue nearby. 

Dr. Abbe had a case of cancer of the 
mouth that began opposite two teeth, 
one filled with amalgam, the other with 
gold. It is possible, he says, that con- 
tinued electric irritation from a mild 
voltiac pile caused by two different 
metals bathed in an acid fluid, might 
cause the cancer. 

In the same journal, Dr. W. Bain- 
bridge says the contagious or infectious 
nature of cancer is not proved. It be- 
gins locally, he adds, and may then be 
permanently removed by surgery, if ac- 
cessiblé to the knife. He names chronic 
irritation as a cause. 

Due to Wrong Eating and Drinking. 

Dr. I. Duncan Buckley, who contrib 
utes to the Symposium, classes cancer 
with heart and kidney troubles and 
apoplexy, as diseases due mainly to 
wrong eating and drinking.

His anti-serum is got, he says, by ex- 
tractine a cancer tumor with water and 
precipitating the nucleoproteids and 
globulins.

WASHINGTON, July 3.—President 
Wilson has denied the application for 
voluntary retirement of 2 Command. 
ers and Lieutenant (ommanders of the 
navy who sought to leave the active list 
under the law which permits such retire- 
ments on June 80, when promotions 
from the grade of Junior Lieutenant 
have been less than 40 during the pre- 
ceding year. 
In announcing the President's action. 
tear Admiral Benson, acting Secretary 
of the Navy, said the department had 
recommended the course because expe- 
rienced officers were urgently needed in 
active service and promotions already 
were being made in ranks below Captain 
at the ages deemed most consistent. 
Department officiais said that so far 
as they knew, none of the 20 applicants 
had received offers from the private 
munitions establishments which have 
Leen seeking to employ army and navy 
officers. It was disclosed, however, that 
some other officers have sought retire- 
ment to accept such positions and that 
their requests have been refused on the 
ground that to permit naval officers on 
the retired list to engage in the manu- 
facture of ordnance for a foreign bellig- 
erent would be a breach of neutrality. 
When attention was called to the fact 
that retired officers of the army now 
are in the service of ammunition con- 
cerns, it was explained that this would 
rot affect the course of the navy. -.-- 
ficials pointed out, tuo, that the army 
officers in question had _ established 
their connections long before the out 
treak of the European war.

OBERT STEELE has written a re- 
t markable story, 


who ‘‘went the pace.” The title is “One 

Man: the Genuine Confessions of a Real 
Man.” It might as well have been 
called, “One Man and Several Women.” 
For the man, in addition to being a thief, 
a forger and an ingrate, is a moral de- 
generate who, until towards the end of 
ihe story, treats 
means of self-indulgence. 

No more outspoken book has ever 
been written. It is not, as has been 
rharged, an indecent story. The writer's 
object is evidently that of setting forth 
the life of one man, as he sees it, 18 A 
horrible example to other men who may 
he following the crimson path of folly. 
Retribution follows “One Man” swiftly 
He falls in love with one of the silly 
women of his acquaintance, only to 4nd, 
on the wedding night, that she is a 
victim of a sickness that comes of such 
a life as she and he have been leading. 
Remorse and pity awaken in him and he 
makes strenuous efforts to bring about 
her regeneration, body and soul. Rut 
she will have none of it. Drink and de- 
bauchery have made her a ruin too far 
gone for salvation. 

After that, ‘‘One Man” continues in his 
erring way. He gets into the peniten- 
tiary for forgery. That fails to steady 
him. But he has talent. His is a bust- 
ness brain, and besides, the memories of 
church and Sunday school cling to him. 

Finally he wakes up. He becomes & 
business success. And, as he begins to 
make up his mind that he will become 
the kind of man God expects him to he, 
he yearns for a wife and a home. He 
is still under the sway of passion, how- 
ever, and it is doubtful if he will be able 
to throw off that infatuation. What 
braces him up ts his pity and love for 
a young woman who has herself fallen, 
but who is rather a victim of circum- 
stances and the viciousness of her inale 
associates than of her own folly. “One 
Man” decides that the old life must be 
completely and ‘orever abandoned if he 
is to save himself and this other brand 
fron’ the burning. And the story ends 
with these two becoming man and wife. 
They adopt a couple of children and we 
are left to infer that good has at length 
triumphed over ill. 

It ia a ehocking story. but will do no 
young man or woinan harWin the read- 
ing. 

The point, however, is, is it tfpically 
American, as J. B. Kerfoot of ‘Life’ 
says? According to Mr. EKerfoot, “‘thou- 
sands of just such lives as this are boing 
lived in America.”” What? Are tho- 
sands of our young business men 
thieves, forgers and rakes? If so, an 
awakening is due. We prefer to believe 
that the majority of American young 
men are honest, upright and clean. 
(Mitchell Kennerley.) 
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INSURING UNMEASURABLE 
WEALTH. 
RGING the necessity of insuring 
J the United States against defeat 
in war, Capt. Robert Stockton 
Jr. states in “Peace Insurance,”’ re- 
cently issued by A. C. McClurg & Co., 
that we have to insure three things: 
Independence, political and religious 
- freedom, and the country’s wealth. The 
last would be undervalued at $117,900,- 
000,000. 
“Assigning only equal values to the 
remaining two infinitely valuable items, 
we find that we are insuring $353, 700,000, - 
000, at an annual premium of $245,000,000 
(the gum the country now spends each 
year on the army, navy and militia), or 
considerably less than one-fifteenth of 
one per cent. Disregarding entirely the 
infinitely valuable items of the inde- 
pendence of our country, and our per- 
sonal freedom, we find that our rate is 
still leas than one-fifth of one per cent.

FOLLOWING GERMAN ARMIES. 
R. SVEN HEDIN, the Swedish 
-) traveler and explorer, obtained 
permission to follow the German 
armies to Belgium and to France and 
observe them closely. This permission 
was given him by the Kaiser, with 
whom he is personally acquainted. 
What he saw he incorporated tn a bulkv 
volume, written in his usual interesting 
style. At the outset Dr. Hedin promises 
to write only about the things he has 
actually witnessed. In the preface he 
fays that those who object to his men- 
tioning no atrocities, that he has seen 

none and therefore writes about none. 
All through the book one obtains 
glimpses of the supreme efficiency of the 
German army. One can also get some- 
thing of the spirit of this army. The 
author says that everywhere he foun 
soldiers hopeful and cheerful. They fel: 
they were fighting for the life of their 
country and they fought with a will. 
The strict discipline in the German 
army, he saya, is easily maintained, be- 
cause the soldiers belleve in their offi. 
vers and in the cause for which they 

fight. 


According to the author of “With the 
tierman Armies in the West,’ the 
lrench and English wounded are treat- 
ed with utmost care and consideration 
by the Germans. He gives names and 
uddresses of wounded French officers 
“ith whom he spoke and who declared 
“ey were all treated well. He says he 
#*ard no complaints from French peo- 
ple as to treatment received from the 
“e.cnan soldiers. He mentions the case 
vu. @ wadow end bar daughters who con- 
tinue their Mite store in one of the 
French towns occapied by the Germans. 
He sald the widow and the daughters 
told him they had never been treated 
disrespectfully by the German soldiers 
and felt very safe in spite of having no 
male protection. 

The author explains this restraint on 
the part of the German soldiers on the 
score of strict digcipiine. No German 
soldier is allowed to take ‘“‘war souve- 
nirs.” It is regarded as stealing and 
any German soldier found guilty of such 
offense is sent home in disgrace. Fo:

As the author explains in a dedi- 
cation to his wife, the story was written 
before the present war. The explana- 
tion helps the reader to understand 
why it is written in such a happy 
vein. No English writer could have 
written in this vein since last August. 
As the reader follows the story he feels 
that Locke loved the people he has 
oreated and loved the contact with 
“Lem. They are worthy of such love.

‘3H modern tendency to consider one- 

‘3 self first, last and always, is 

shown strikingly in ‘‘The Lite 

Builders,”’ a novel by Elizabeth Dejeans, 
the whole tenor of which suggests the 
question: Is it better for the unhappily 
married to keep their solemn pledges or 
to cut loose and look around for another 
chance? Is it better for themselves, for 
society, and for their children, if they, 
have any? 

The chief character, Myra St. Cla‘r. 
who has wrecked her life by an unhappy 
marriage to a handsome but unscrupu- 
lous man of the world, proceeds in a 
most ladylike manner to appropriate an- 
other woman's husband and at the same 
time keep another suitor in hot water 

At this time she has left her husband, 
after finding proof of a former entan 
glement, prior to his marriage, and of 
his illegal parentage of a girl, now lf 
years old. Myre does not consider for 
an instant the old-fashioned way of for- 
giving and bearing her burden, for the: 
sake of outward harmony and because 
of the mutual pledges taken. That, of 
course, would not be in keeping with a 
strictly modern story. The neglected 
wife whose husband she finds is her af- 
finity, is a good woman, mother of two 
boys, and her only fault is a desire to 
rise in the world and a consuming love 
of money. This is quite too bad of her, 
as her husband appears to be looking 
for a goddess, without a single failing, 
though he himself is far from. perfect. 
After having neglected her persistently 
and losing one of his boys. which does 
jolt him, but not sufficiently. he deserts 
his wife, withdraws his support and so 
forces her into divorce, paying her lib- 
erally for giving him his fragdom: afte: 
which he triumphantly marries his 
“mate,”’ the supposedly perfect Myra. 

We are left to infer that the two “‘live 
happily ever after,’’ as is usual in such 
romances, though why two people who 
could not be true to those they first 
swore to love, honor and protect should 
be inevitably true to other selections is 
not self-evident. 

The illuminating point in the story lies 
in the interview St. Clair has with his 
remaining son, who, homeless through 
his father’s selfishness, is in a boarding 
school. St. Clair aske him if he would 
not like to live with him a part of the 
time and the rest of the time with his 
mother. The lad replies: “Why do I 
have to live with either of you? Why 
can't I stay just as I am—at schoo! till! 
[ am grown up?” 

So the child, for whom marriage was 
instituted, as a shield and protection, 
suffers most from the corruption of that 
institution, and unwittingly judges those 
who are to blame. 

The book has a qascinating style, 
which for that very reason makes it th< 
more mischievous. (Harpers.)

International Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Germany has been held up to the scorn of the 
world (pro-British world) for her alleged dis- 
regard of international law. A large number af 
our daily papers have helped to spread thisidea by 
j}rating in a’ sickening manner about “humanity,” 
“elvilization” and the “sanctity” of international 
law. How utterly absurd! After the heated imag- 
ination of the writers of these extravagant effu- 
sions has cooled down to a normal temperature 
and again become coherent, it will come home to 
them that international law is fiction, nothing 
more, nothing less. 

Just how little so miscalled internaticnal law 
fe mounts to, when a great Power, in order to serve 
its own interests, deems it necessary to break 
through it, is quite interesting to those who study 
current history and events. 

In quoting Mr. N. C. Norman, a gifted English 
philosopher and writer, it will be seen that no 
nation on earth cares so little about international 
law as the British, Mr. Norman wr‘tes in the 
New Age, London, of May 20, 1915: “There is no 
such thing as international law, for the thing so 
miscalled is merely international custom, and a 
new custom can be added at any time by any na- 
tion powerful enough. It cannot be too clearly 
stated that international law is no protection ex- 
cept to the strong. We have interpreted interna- 
tional law simply to please ourselves and there- 
fore for people in England to talk of the sanctity 
of international law is nothing but hypocrisy or 
ignorance.” ; 

Here Mr. Norman cites a number of instances 
in past history of British violations of interna- 
jonal agreements, which cannot be enumerated 
Ire Jack of space, but it is quite enough to quote 
the concluding sentence, in which he describes 
the English warfare upon the Boer women: “Some 
went to Kaffir huts to beg from their former 
servants; some came to the camps supplicant for 
feod. When women live on the charity of a camp, 
it is needless to describe to what depths of in- 
family necessity soon reduces them. ° ° . 
That we should force the surrender of cur ene- 
mies by starving their children and degrading 
their wives and daughters is surely a barbarity 
that no European nation would be guilty of at 
the beginning of the twentieth century.” So the 
Gegmans will have to travel some to ccme any- 
where near the British standard of clean warfare. 
The foregoing has been written by an English- 
man. Would an American editor dare come out as 
plain as he?

New Orleans is alive to the opportunities of traf- 
fic offered by the opening of the Panama Cana! 
and the effect on world markets of Europe’s war— 
especially the effect on South American trade. 

As a beginning of the South American trade 
6000 head of cattle were shipped to New Orleans 
from Guatemala for distribution in the Missis- 
sippi Valley. New Orleans is prepared to handle 
this and an indefinite amount of other commodi- 
ties in the cheapest, most efficient and rapid 
way. It is rapidly extending needed facilities for 
co-ordinating rail-and-river transportation. 

Assuming that it is the national port for the 
Mississippi Valley, New Orleans is constructing 
equipment to serve all transportation lines of 
the valley under the best economic conditions. 

In order to further its commercial development 
it has adopted a commission form of government, 
consisting of the Mayor and four Commissioners, 
charged with full responsibility for all municipal 
departments. 

It has built, owns and operates a Municipal 
Belt Railroad offering connection to all main-line 
railroads, landings and warehouses and indus- 
z plants. 

Permanent creosoted wharves have been built 
ou the harbor front and five miles of steel sheds 
erected. 

The sheds are being equipped with mechanical 
devices for expediting and cheapening the hand- 
ling of commodfties. 

A system of river-rail-ocean warehouses and 
handling plants for staple commodities is being 
built. 

Plans have been made for an industrial navi- 
gation canal to run through the city, supplying 
level water sites and connecting them with rail, 
river and ocean. lines. 

Citizens of Davenport, Io., are preparing to 
invest $2,500,000 in a warehouse, with river and 
rail terminal facilities to store and distribute com-

That newspaper men may desire to band to- 
gether for social purposes is easily under- 
standable, but when working newspaper men 
put themselves in the position of hsking favors 
from the public, they almost unavoidably put 
themselves in a false position. Newspaper 
men are no more objects of charity than any 
other men; when they acccept favors with an 
intimation, either avowed or implied, that 
they will reciprocate in time to come, they do 
a thing that very few newspaper men would 
consider.

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CHINA WANTS TO TANGO. 

Democratic China, her feet no longer bound, 
but aspiring to “civilized” fashions, liberal “cul- 
ture” and all-round up-to-dateness, professes a 
yearning to dance the tango, turkey trot, lulu 
fado, maxixe and buzzard flop. 

We are duly flattered, though we had fondly 
hoped that China would imitate our virtues rather 
than our follies. The horrible thought that we 
}are morally responsible for China and that she 
is going to follow our example is likely to deter 
us from many an agreeable pastime. We can’t 
afford to be a &tumbling block in China’s path 
or tempt hér unsophisticated heathen feet into 
tertuous Christian ways, terpsichorean or other- 
wise. 

Come to think of it, it might be better for civ- 

ilization in the long run if we turned around 
and followed China’s lead in more respects. To 
be sure, we already reciprocate in the matter of 
cur leading national folly—that of fireworks—and 
scme fashions, such as binding our women’s feet 
ii excruciating high-heeled shoes; and in one or 
two forms of dissipation, including tea. Our 
expression of culture, in ragtimé, is a vulgariza- 
tion of Mongolian and Celestial music, and we 
have to thank Chinese rice and invention for that 
sartorial sublimity, the boiled shirt—which they 
perpetrate on us, but are too smart to wear them- 
selves. Our diplomacy is modeled upon theirs, 
and they have done much to. refine poker. 
Most of our good manners are patterned upon 
Chinese elegance. The Chinese ritual of pro- 
priety dates from the beginning of the Christian 
era. Politeness, courtesy and good manners 
have through ages of practice become part of the 
very character of the people, whose influence for 
etiquette has been universal and probably great- 
er than that -of any other people. It specially 
arouses our misgivings to contemplate the pos-, 
sible effect of the modern dances upon the ancient 
dignity and decorum of an essentially mannerly 
race. We strongly advise the Chinese to let the 
new dances alone, but if they insist upon learn- 
ing them they are perfectly welcome to the Castles 
and Maurice and the rest of their class who have 
done enough for us already. :

EAST SIDE.—Sauerkraut: Take a> 
number of heads of white cabbage as 
crispy as possible and cut into fine long 
shreds. Place in layers in jars or kegs, 
strewing salt over each layer, using fdr 
20 cabbages a cup of salt and a table- 
spoonful cream of tartar. Press the 
mass down with a heavy weight, pour 
in a little water. Put some of the bi« 
outside leaves of cabbage on top, place 
a cover on the jar and on this a heavy 
weight. This preserves the sauerkraut. 
Set in a cellar or other place where the 
temperature is equable and in a week 
or two the sauerkraut will be ready. 
Fancy grades of sauerkraut are pro- 
duced by pouring white wine into the 
kegs after ghey are filled. Apples 
chopped fine’are also sometimes mixed 
with the cabbage, using half the quan- 
tity of apples.

RANODAUGHERT OF 


ABRARAM! LINCOLN 


Mrs. Jessie Lincoln Beckwith Is 
Bride of Frank E. Johnson 
of Norwich, Conn. 


LENOX, Mass., July 3—Frank Edward 
Johnson, author, explorer, artist and 
lecturer, of Norwich, Conn., with his 
bride, who was Mrs. Jessie Lincoln 
Beckwith, granddaughter of Abraham 
Lincoln, are at the Hotel Apsinwall on 
their honeymoon. They were married 
at Holden near Manchester, at the sum- 
mer home of the bride’s parents, former 
Secretary of War and Mrs. Robert Todd 
Lincoln. 

The bride was a divorcee and is the 
mother of two children by her former 
marriage. She is older than Mr. Johh- 
son. 

It had been believed that ‘“‘Ned’’ John- 
son would never marry—at least not 
during the lifetime of his wealthy grand- 
mother, Mrs. Isabella Thomas. who, al- 
though 86, has accompanied him and 
his widowed mother, Mrs. Edward Whit- 
ing Johnson of Norwich, on every trip 
he has made abroad, crossing the At- 
lantic at least 4 times. 


Took Pictures for Government. 

The two women would go as far as 
the borderland of civilization and. wait 
there until his return. He explored 
hitherto unknown regions in the cave 
dwelling land of Troglogditesin Tunisia. 
dug up Roman ruins in the Sahara, 
took thousands of pictures for the Gov- 
ernment and investigated agricultural 
conditions. 

He was so engaged when the European 
war broke out, when he hastened to re- 
join his mother and grandmother in the 
little town of Pau, in Southern France. 
While at Traub, on the border, he was 
held up for 87 hours on suspicion of be- 
ing a German spy, being tall and fair 
and carrying papers which aroused sus- 
picion. He was finally able to convince 
the French authorities of his complete 
innocence. 

Johnson had brought from the desert 
an Arabian stallion, a gift from a Sheik, 
and he rode it on trips to the farming 
regions, carrying back provisions for the 
populace of Pau. The party returned 
to Connecticut last November. 


Inherited Wealth. 

Johnson inherited wealth from his 
grandfather, Frank Johnson, a Norwich 
banker. His mother’s family, the Thom- 
ases, are of the oldest and most ex- 
clusive in ancient Norwich town. 

He has purchased a suburban home in 
Washington, where he and his bride will 
live after spending the summer with Mr. 
and Mrs. Lincoln at Manchester. John- 
son met his bride while lecturing before 
a ecientific society at Washington.

Attack of Grip Left Him Nearly

PARIS, July 3.—Members of the fam.- 


ily of Gen. Porfirio Dias have not yet 
determined what arrangements will pe 
made for the funeral of the late Pres'- 


dent of Mexico, except that they will be 
of simple character, in keeping with his 
quiet life in Paris. The ex-Presiden’ 
died at 7 o’clock last night as the re- 
sult of a complication of diseases, du» 
to advanced age. He was &% years olv. 

Gen. Diaz, in his four years’ residence 
in Paris, made few acquaintances amorg 
the French people. He received a good 
many Mexicana, especially when he first 
caem to France. He always was ab- 
sorbed in the news from Mexico, but br- 
came more and more distressed by th 
disorders there as his friends, by letter 
and in person, gave him pessimistic w- 
counts of the conditions and the destruc- 
tion of bis institutions. 

It d not appear that Gen. Diaz 
ever regretted his resignation from the 
rresidency of Mexico after 8 years of 
rule or that he felt inclined to return 
or missed his loss of power. Nothing 
tiat he told his friends would indicate 
it Only once, so far as is known, 
did the General endeavor to directly in- 
fluence Mexican affairs. That was when 
he allowed two of his friends to use his 
hame recommending to Gen. Victorian» 
Huerta, when the latter was Provisiona! 
President of the republic, that he yield 
tu the desires of President Wilson and 
resign. 

The man who was Penerally consid- 
ei1ed the strongest figure in muitary and 
political Nfe that the Sovewern republic 
Fas produced was surrounded by the 
members of his immediate family when 
he died. 

Began to Fall Three Weeks Aco. 

Gen. Diaz began to fail rapidly about 
three weeks ago. The crisis came sud- 
denly yesterday afternoon. 

Two tragic circumstances marked the 
death of the exiled ruler. Owing to the 
troubled state in Mexico, it has been 
judged impossible to send the body home 
with all that ceremony whictf wuld 
have befitted’one of the greatest figures 
in Mexican history, and further ol 
Porfirio Diaz Jr., has tried in vain té 
inform his sisters, Sisters Cencra ig- 
nacio de la Torre and Senora Rincon 
Gallardo, who are now in Mexico, of the 
death of thelr father. ~ 

Not less tragic, perhaps, is the, fact 
that not one of those whom Gen. Diaz 
raised up to be his associates in govern- 
ing Mexico and who prospered and grew 
rich in the shadow of his greatness, 
were with him when he died. Jose 
Yves de Limantour, former Mexican 
Minister of Finance, is in London: Fran- 
cisco de la Barra, former Provisional 
President of Mexico and holder of ot:ier 
important positions, including the .1m- 
bassadorship to the United States, and 
Guillermo de Landa, former G>vernor of 
the Federal District in Mexico, are in 
Biarritz, France. Scarcely any one out- 
side the family knew of the seriousness 
of Gen. Diaz's iliness or that he was in 
Paris. 

Iliness Left Him Nearly BSliad. 

The end seems to have been brought 
about by failure of the heart which w:s 
weakened by a severe attack of grippe 
last ‘year. This Iliness also ieft the 
aged exile almost blind. Nevertheless, 
he was accustome4é to walk out daily 
during the last spring in the Boils de 
Boulogone, which he loved because ft re- 
sembled the Chapultepec in Mexico City. 
I.s had intended to go to Biarritz short- 
ly. 

Gen. Diaz lived here in the greatest 
simplicity, occupying % modest apart- 
ment in striking contrast to the great 
houses and retinue of servants main- 
tained by some of his friends, who fled 
Mexico witn him.
